There are often more of the character-build- 
ing qualities of intelligence, pluck and sportsmanship to be found 
•" on the' gridiron or in the ring than in a classroom or lecture hall 
and it often takes more industry or ability to adequately fulfil a 
position of ^responsibility on the executive of an undergraduate or 
. . ganization than it is to swat up and pass a. stiff exam. We do not 
| meanjto infer 'by this that classrooms and professors and examina- 
'. .lion, are unimpo|:ant. But it is not necessary to stress this impor- 
j ; tance. We. are compelled to recognize it whether we want to or 
nofci.the one-eighth rule, the necessity of passing, and the need of 
fitting ourselves for a profession all bring home to us the value of 
ithat side of education. But an eager participation in the activities 
% of college life is not compulsory. The character-building value of 
f mingling with your fellows cannot be recognized by rule and statute, 
j! and consequently the student who wants to get the most out of 
: college life must attend to this side of his education for himself. 

There are, of course, those who do take part in college activi- 
ties as much as they possibly can; there are more who do so to â 
| limited extent; but there are too many misguided wasters who go 
through college and get about as much of the experience as if 
they were taking a correspondence course or studying with a pri- 
vate tutor.

Racial Differences Due to En- 
vironment and History 

A meeting of lite Maccabaeau Cir- 
cle wms . held in the Union on Sun- 
day afternoon. The address of t lie 
afternoon mis delivered by otto 
Kliuoherg SI. A., who dealt with 
some, problems in "Jewish I'syelioUi- 
gy," a subject which elicited much 
Interesting and thoughtful discussion. 

In treating his subject the speaker 
pointed but that in psychology there 
are two schools of opinion with re- 
gard io group or ruée psychology; 
one claiming that there exists n race 
psychology which is I be cause of ra- 
cial differences and superiority: (he 
other claiming that there tit'e no I'un- 
dntuental difference!*, ntid that racial 
difference* .which do become nianlfetv. 
are duo only to environment and his- 
tory. He adopted the latter theory 
as more scientific. i n his iivaime.ni of 
the Jewish monta.! make-up because 
ho claimed that It was on a more 
definite and firm basis. 

He then went on to point out that 
ever since the Jew has been without 
a land of bis own, li!s position ha» 
been one of political and rctulnl infer- 
iority'; which has resulted In his be- 
ing either "excessively humble or full 
of arrogance.'" Using ibis as his 
premise, the .speaker analyzed Jewish 
contributions to general culture ami 
civilization.

\ rest ling bom which followed, when 
he pinned the Queen's man, Kelly, lo 
the mat just before the hell. Kreed- 
man led Hie attack throughout, and 
wa.s on lop mosi of the time, winning 
the bout by a wide margin. 

George Rumple, Iho heavy weight 
among the wrestlers, wits glvon a, big 
ovation whèii ho stepped into tlie ring 
lo meet Thaler of Toronto. Although 
George did not have such an easy time 
:ie on krldhy night he nevertheless dls- 
playecloa great knowledge of wrestling 
and pinned Thaler's shoulders to the 
mat twice In 7 minutes. The second 
fall which Rumple obtained was o, very 
remarkable one; and he demonstrated 
his knowledge of the game by the 
scissors hold which won him the bout.
